The first business in 
order was the election of a new Captain, 
and W. W. Foster was unanimously elect- 
ed, amidst great applause. Then follow- 
ed the unanimous re-election of W. H. 
Elwood as 1st lieutenant, and Fred, W. 
Wismer as second lieutenant. 


At this stage of the proceedings, and 


while the men were signing the enlistment 
papers, Captain Foster entered the rooji. 
escorted by Lieutenant Wismer. His ap- 
pearance was the signal for unanimous 
cheering and other demonstrations of 
pleasure. The new Captain had but little 
to say, and spoke about as follows: 


"Members of Hie Guards: You all 


have heard me talk, and of course you 
know I can make a good speech. As 
captain of this company, I promise you. 
nothing, but will do the best I can, and 
shall expect 
the same 
from you " 


(Cheers.) 


As soon as possible the newly elected. 


officers : nd 43 new and re-enlisted men 
were drawn up in line, and were sworn 
Into the service by Colonel Barclay. 
Those re-enlisting will be required to 
serve but two years and a half longer to 
fill out iheir term of five years from date 
of enlistment, unless relieved. 


Before adjournment, upon motion of 


Sergeant Stauffer, the company gave 
three rousing cheers for the Springfield 
officers, three for the Grenadiers, three 
for the press, and three cheers and a tiger 
for Captain Foster. 


The meeting then adjourned. 
During the evening Colonel Barclay 


took occasion to address the company, 
and stated that it was due to Mr. Good- 
man to remark that he and his brother 
officers had always found the retiring 
captain to be a thorough soldier, and his 
books and accounts without a flaw, and 
he wished for the company the 
efficiency and harmonious action, not 
only among themselves but ftr-'f> lovvard 
tbe Grenadiers.

Begvhtinf t*e Sdfc of Intoxicating 
Liquors. 


Sic. 1 Be It «rdaiiud 1* Oc CK» CamMLof 


OH dtv tf Dctatnr. Skat a dm shot • a 
place where spirituous or vinous or malt 
liquon am mailed by Im quantity tkn one 
iaUoa,snd tntmrtmtlnK Uquon shall be deem- 
ed to Include in such liquors within the mcan- 
ln« of this ordinance. 
Sac. Z. That BO person shall, within the 
city of Deoatnr, br himself, his servant or 
clerk, barter, seu, exctwoie or deliver, or oth- 
erwise dispose of, tor money or gain, or •ay- 
thing of value, or toy check, or anything rep- 
reaeatins', or intending* to represent, any 
moaer or any other tblnr, any intoxicating 
liquor* whatever in lex quantities than one
